Writing in regard to the use of 
self-boiled lime-sulphur solution 
to 
combat the San Jose scale, Dr. W. E. 
Hinds of 
the 
Alabama 
experiment 
station says: 
“We cannot depend upon the heat 
of the lime to produce a combination 
that will be effective as a winter 
wash against San Jose scale. 
. 
. 
. 
I 
fear that the writers recommending 
this, confuse the preparation of self­ 
boiled lime sulphur for summer use 
for brown rot with the fire-boiled 
wash for the scale. 
An 
ineffective 
wash means waste of the materials, 
labor and perhaps the ruin of the or­ 
chard also. 
“ ihere is, of course, latitude for 
some variation in the proportion of 
lime and sulphur, ranging between 
fifteen pounds and twenty pounds of 
earth. 
Considering the danger of get­ 
ting a poor grade of lime, and the 
cheapness of that material, I believe 
it advisable to use slightly more lime 
than sulphur. 
I would advise eight­ 
een or twenty pounds of lime and fif­ 
teen pounds of sulphur to make fifty 
gallons of wash. 
It is necessary to 
boil this for at least thirty minutes, 
and better, for forty-five or more, to 
get the most effective wash.” 


Rape for Fall Feed. 
Rape sow n at the rate of two pounds 
to the acre in the cornfield 
when 
the last plowing has been done, or 
even later, will often furnish a wealth 
of fall feed for sheep, swine and cat­ 
tle other than milch cows. 
Such 
a 
plan is especially good if “hogging 
off” corn to Qoirtltferetk ffa ^ 
Lambs w ill eat* the rape and not 
waste any of the corn, and will pro­ 
duce meat at a minimum of expense. 
It will be advisable to snap or husk 
the corn before any other animals 
are turned into the field.

MONEY IN QUINCE GROWING 


There Is Unlimited Demand for Them 
and Fruit Is Neglected More 
Than Any Other. 


Two acres of quinces ought to make 
more money for the farm er 
than 20 
acres of 
apples, 
according to J. C. 
W hitten, professor of horticulture in 
the Ohio College of Agriculture, in a 
lecture to the pomology class. 
“ The quince is more neglected 
in 
proportion to its merits than any of 
our orchard fruits,” he said. “Nobody 
ever saw' an overplus of quinces. There 
is an unlimited demand for them. 
If 
the farm er has a place where they will 
do well, the crop properly handled will 
pay better than any of our orchard 
fruits. The fruit is the firmest we have 
to ship, the most handsome and the 
best keeper.” 
According to 
Professor 
W hitten, 
quince-growing has never had a boom. 
“This is because the quince grown un­ 
der ordinary treatm ent, as most of our 
apples and other fruits are grown, does 
not have a good flavor and is poor in 
quality. The trees m ust have individ­ 
ual care and expert treatm ent. It re­ 
quires the greatest skill to select the 
right site for the orchard. 
If prop­ 
erly handled, pruning, spraying and 
picking are easier than in our other 
orchards. 
“When cooked the quince is the best 
of our core or stone fruits. 
For pre­ 
serves, jellies and the like, the quince 
is the richest, most highly flavored and 
the most delicious fruit we have.”

Panic Among 1131 Steerage Passen 
gers— Second Officer Gobrecht 
Lost Life— A Fireman Had 
a Very Narrow Escape. 


Train Pulled Out of Cole Camp and 
Left One of the Party, But He 
Ran Like Mad Half a Mile 
and Finally Picked Up. 


New' York, Aug. 28.—The “Impera- 
tor,” the largest vessel afloat, was 


swept by fire early today as she lay 
on the dock at Hoboken, with a crew' 
and 1,121 steerage passengers aboard. 
Second Officer Gobrecht, who led 
the crew' into the hold to fight the 
flames, was cut off, enveloped in a 
cloud of smoke and suffocated. 
His 
dead body was found untouched by 
fire. 
Fireman Otto Strunts, of tne party 
who went down with Gobrecht into 
the bowels of the vessel, had a nar­ 
row' escape. 
A fleet of fire fighting craft, aug­ 
mented by apparatus on shore, sur­ 
rounded the ship and poured tons of 
water into her hold. 
When the fire was checked the 
great vessel listed fifteen degrees. 
A small army was in the steerage.

ARE 277,244 FARMS IN THE STATE 


They Take 34,591,248 of the 43,985,280 
Acres in the Commonwealth— 
There Is a Future for the 
Negro 
in 
Farming. 


Special to the Democrat. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 23.—Inter­ 
esting tacts and figures are given in 
a good roads boosting bulletin enti­ 
tled, 
“ Agricultural 
Statistics, 
Mis­ 
souri. 1913,” which 
Labor Commis­ 
sioner John T. Fitzpatrick issued to­ 
day to show’ the necessity of a net­ 
work of improved 
state 
highways 
which will place the remotest spot in 
Missouri in close touch with the most 
busy center. 
Information is given that there are 
277,244 farms in the state, taking up 
an acreage amounting to 34,591,248 
acres of the 43,985,280 acres of land 
in Missouri. 
Of the farm lands 24.- 
581,186 acres are improved an i under 
cultivation, leaving 10,010,062 acres 
of which 8.918.972 
acres 
are 
still 
nearly in their original state, which 
means well timbered, with some sec­ 
tions high and dry, but 
ready 
for 
dairying and sheep and goat. raising, 
and other sections low and fertile, 
ready to produce from 75 to IOO bush­ 
els of corn per acre, annually, the mo­ 
ment they are cleared, drained and 
protected by high, substantial levees. 
Then there are 4,000,000 acres, not a 
part of the farms and aside from the 
5.000.000 acres the cities and towns 
take up, ready to be put to some use. 
The bureau of labor statistics bul­ 
letin goes on to state that good roads 
and the taking up of all of the unim­ 
proved lands in the state will easily 
raise the total worth of Missouri's 
annual farm products, including live 
stock and dairy outputs, from $500,- 
000,000 to $800,000,000. 
Live stock 
aid dairy products will 
double 
in 
amount and value. Missouri will take 
first place fvir its annual corn yield 
instead of holding third position, and 
the wheat crop will increase 20 per 
cent, advancing the state one or two 
notches in that respect. 
There is a future for the negro in 
farming. 
Of the 277.244 farms in the 
state 3,666 are run by negroes, 14,467 
by white foreigners and 259,111 by 
white natives. 
The negro and the 
foreigner has the same opportunit> 
on a farm that a native white has, 
the earnings of the farm, as a rule, 
depending generally on 
the 
thrift, 
ability 
and 
activity of tile owner. 
Nature draws no color line or makes 
any other distinction as a reward for 
industry. 
The average size farm of 
Missouri, one of about 125 acres, an­ 
nually derives, when averaged, about 
$1,842 from products w’hich are sent 
to market. 
In addition there is the 
free living, the best that the land af­ 
fords, with such articles as chicken, 
country butter and hams, buttermilk 
and rich cream on the daily menu. if 
it is so desired. 
Also free rent when 
the farm is owned by the person run­ 
ning it. 
No outlay for fuel ’s neces­ 


sary. 
W ith 
all 
farms of the state, the 
buildings on them and other improv- 
ments and all domestic animals, poul­ 
try and bees, worth a total of $2,052,- 
917.488, it means that the average 
farm, one of 125 acres, is worth $»,- 
4o5. The average worth of these farm 
lands per acre is $42. 
That a small farm in Missouri pays. 
in proportion, as well as one of 125 
acres is shown by the fact that there 
are 455 farms in the state with less 
than 3 acres; 8,561 with from 3 to 9 
acres, and 10,740 with from IO to 19 
acres, the annual yield of which are 
included in getting at the average 
earnings of a farm. 
According to information furnished 
Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Edmon­ 
ston. of the bureau of labor statistics, 
there are 80,020 farms in Missouri 


w ith an acreage of from IOO to 17o 
acres. 
Farms ranging from 50 to 99 
acres are next in number, there be­ 
ing 74.178 of this class, all earning a 
good living for the owners. 
Of other 
sizes, there are 47.398 in the state 


w ith from 20 to 49 acres; 32,109 rang­ 
ing from 
175 to 259 acres; 
19,812 
from 260 to 499 acres; 3,427 nom 500 
to 999 acres, and 544 with 1.000 acres 


and over. 
rnimproved lands can be bought in 
certain places from $5 an acre up, 
and improved for $20 and up, accord­ 
ing to the location. 
A network of 
good roads will double the value of 
all cheaper farm lands, which is, as a 
rule, only cheap because it is in a 
remote place. 
Of the 277,244 farms in Missouri, 
192.285, or 69.4 per cent, are operated 
by the owners. 
Negroes owa 2,109 
farms, leaving 1.537 negro tenants 
running farms on a share basis.

$3,440. or 130 per cent.

time

indebtedness 
decreased 
over 24 per cent, when compared to 
gain in worth. 
This condition speaks 
volumes for the prosperity of the 
Missouri farmer.

Mexico City, Aug. 26.—Diplomatic 
negotiations have been broken off. 
and John Lind, President Wilson’s 
special peace envoy, has been ordered 
hack to Washington. 
He left here 
for Vera Cruz this morning. 
“If I had the power of prophecy I 
would tell you what will be the out­ 
come of this m atter,” Mr. Lind said 
last night. 
“I have not the power 
and do not know what is coming.” 
Coincident with the recall of Mr 
Lind it was announced that General 
Felix Diaz, who is on his way to J a ­ 
pan as special Mexican ambassador, 
also had received a summons to re­ 
turn to the capital. 
Mr. Lind called on Senor Gamboa, 
minister of foreign affairs, yesterday 
afternoon, to say goodbye, but there 
was nothing in their conversation re­ 
garding the resumption of ncgotia 
tions or to indicate that Mexico would 
recede from her position. 
“ Mr. Lind will be given every pro­ 
tection by the government en route 
to Vera Cruz,” Senor Gamboa said. 
Senor Gamboa also said that his 
government was not aware that Euro­ 
pean nations are exerting pressure to 
have Mexico accede to the American 
proposals. 
“No official advices have been re­ 
ceived at the foreign relations de­ 
partment indicating that Latin-Ameri- 
can or South American countries are 
supporting Washington in its stand 
on the Mexican situation,’’ he said. 
A special meeting of the cabinet 
has been called to take up the situa­ 
tion.
